The civil service laws of Great Britain 
are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob­ 
tain their positions by merit after ex­ 
amination, and retain their places dur­ 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
'vill not disturb a single postmaster in 
the Cnited Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
•-he fact that there is a change of ad­ 
ministration. There are a certain num­ 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva­ 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per­ 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un­ 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 
It is not to be supposed that the Eng­ 
lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos­ 
phere where partisanship has been ban­ 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
in addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal­ 
ary list of §7o6.u00, who step “down and 
out’’ with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re­ 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur­ 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule che conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries 
of 
$1,UM,OOO a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like. 
Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov­ 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 
The colonial service, with its 23 vice­ 
roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
ioids rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so. be­ 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap­ 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di­ 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter­ 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

stance, they produce a m ixture the 
basis of which is tho sand, clay or 
loam found at any roadside, and by 
mixing it in a certain AA'ay produce 
w’hat they affirm to be satisfactory re­ 
sults. 
But, while sand, clay or loam 
may be the base, in reality a far more 
novel substance is brought into play 
—nothing more nor less, in short, than 
paper pulp. 
The account says the 
other m aterials are “mixed with the 
cheapest kind of wood pulp taken 
from the mills, ju st as it Avas ready to 
go to the 
paper 
m achines.” 
The 
earthy substances thus am algam ated 
make a dressing for roads which, the 
engineers goy, is 
incom parable 
for 
smoothness and durability, and which 
can be supplied at moderate cost. 
W onderful things have been done with 
paper of late, but eA*en with this ex­ 
perience in mind the m aking of paper 
roads comes as a rather startling in- 
noAation.

REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, 
April 
6.—Mr. 


Murphy's bill to prescribe pun- 
ishment for anyone convicted of 
trafficking in the rolls of the 
Greek or any other tribe of In- 
dians was reported favorably 
Thursday by the House Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs. It will be 
called up today and passed, un- 
doubtedly. It . is agreed that 
there is a statute under which 
those who filched the citizenship 
rolls could be punished, but it is 
thought desirable to have a more 
specific law, and for this reason 
Mr. Murphy's bill will be passed. 


Mr. Murphy, who used to be 


the attorney of the Creek tribe, 
says he has received word from 
Muskogee that the rolls are being 
sold right and left by men who 
hope to speculate in the lands of 
less than full blood Indians. It 


It is thought that one result' of 
this theffc will .be the adoption of 
Senator 
Spooner's 
suggestion 


that the restrictions on none of 
the lands be removed. This, it is 
thought, would defeat the specu- 
lators and especially the men who 
have bought copies of the stolen 
rolls.

DESPITE DISCOURAGEMENTS 


STATEHOOD IS INEVITABLE 


Washington, April 6.—There 


was no meeting of the conferees 
on the statehood bill Thursday, 
though it was the day nrfmed for 
a consultation. No other reason 
was given for their failure to meet 
than that it was not convenient. 
The real reason was that the con- 
ferees appreciate that the agree- 
ment, if there is to be one, will 
be made not by the conferees,but 
by the leaders of the two houses. 
These conferences between the 
leaders of the two houses are still 
going on, but no progress has 
been made. It has been made 
clear that the house—of rather 
the Speaker—is willing to com- 
promise on the basis ot the first 
Foraker amendment, but that the 
senate at this citne is not willing 
to respond to this overture. 


Meantime those who are earn- 


estly in favor of giving statehood 
to Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory are discussing the advisabili- 
ty of putting a single statehood 
laill on to the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill as a rider. 
Senator 


Bailey was the first to suggest 
this expedient, but he has thought 
it politic that the move should be 
made by a republican. The sug- 
gestion has been accepted favor- 
ably on that side and it is almost 
certain that if by the time the 
sundry civil bill comes to the 
senate the conferees have not 
agreed to statehood, that part of 
the statehood bill relating to In- 
dian territory and Oklahoma will 
be offered as a rider to the sundry 
civil bill. 


No one doubts that the senate 


will adopt such an amendment, 
notwithstanding there is a preju- 
dice again!; this method of legis- 
lating and no one doubts, either, 
if the question is put to the house 
in this manner, that it will vote to 
accept the amendment. 


It is the inevitable conclusion, 


therefore, that statehood td these 
two territories must be given at 
thi* session of congress. Wheth- 
er it shall come as the result of 
an agreement between the con 
ferees or whether the senate' 
shall coerce the house into giving 
in is a question, but that state- 


hood will result from the present 
controversy is the belief of vthe 
best judges in Washington and 
their judgement justifies the moat 
sanguine hope on the pare of the 
people of those two territories.

The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger 
The incoming of 


the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster In 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
.he fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed !• the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
tor political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because ot this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a raiefied atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party tea.\ is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, w'lth an annual sal- 
ary list'of $736,000, who step "down and 
out" with a chauge of mlnistiy, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large numbni of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence Naturally the 
ministry in powei gives the places, as a 
iule, to members of its own party Dur- 
ing the ten years ot recent conservative 
iule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
?1,U60,000 a jeai, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerkb, minor magistrates 
and the like 
Many of the appointees 


were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich pationage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be- 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are safe. Inter- 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

employ in roadinaklng. A great deal 
of useful knowledge bas been attained 
in this way, and ultimately the public 
in general and the taxpayer in partic- 
ular will be the gainer, as the result 
must tend toward economy and ef- 
ficiency. In the vicinity of Rochester, 
N. Y., the road builders have been 
testing the virtues of gravel, used in a 
manner differing from old methods 
and suggested by engineers who have 
carefully studied the matter. Former- 
ly gravel was found unsatisfactory as 
a roadmaklng material, and its use 
has been largely condemned. The en- 
gineers in question soy It has not been 
fairly treated, and they are attempting 
to demonstrate the truth of their state- 
ment. But the engineers go still 
farther, states the Troy Times, and as- 
sert that good roads can be made by 
proper use of any of the materials 
found in the vicinity of highways, thus 
obviating the procurement of the right 
substances at; a distance. 
For in- 


stance, they produce a mixture the 
basis of which is the sand, clay or 
loam found at any roadside, and by 
mixing it in a certain way produce 
what they aflJrm to be satisfactory re- 
sults. But, while sand, clay or loam 
may be the base, in reality a far more 
novel substance is brought into play 
—nothing more nor less, in short, than 
paper pulp.

DESPITE DISCOURAGEMENTS 


STATEHOOD IS INEVITABLE 


Washington, April 6.—There 


no meeting of the conferees 


on the statehood bill Thursday, 
though it was the day named for 
a consultation. No other reason 
was given for their failure to meet 
-than that it was not convenient. 
The real reason was that the con- 
ferees appreciate that the agree- 
ment, if there is to be one, will 
be made not by the conferees,but 
by the leaders of the two houses. 
These conferences between the 
leaders of the two houses are still 
going on, but no progress has 
been made. It has been made 
clear that the house—of rather 
the Speaker—is willing to com- 
promise on the basis ot the first 
Foraker amendment, but that the 
senate at this ciuie is not willing 
to respond to this overture. 


Meantime those who are earn- 


estly in favor of giving statehood 
to Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory are discussing the advisabili- 
ty of putting a single statehood 
laill on to the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill as a rider. Senator 
Bailey was the first to suggest 
this expedient, but he has thought 
it politic that the move should be 
made by a republican. The sug- 
gestion has been accepted favor 
•ably on that side and it is almost 
certain that if by the time the 
sundry civil bill comes to the 
senate the conferees have not 
agreed to statehood, that part of 
the statehood bill relating to In- 
dian territory and Oklahoma will 
be offered as a rider to the sundry 
civil bill. 


No »ne doubts that the senate 


*will adopt such an amendment, 
notwithstanding there is a preju- 
dice again!; this method of legis- 
lating and no one doubts, either, 
if the question is put to the hous>e 
in this manner, that it will vote to 
accept the amendment. 


It is the inevitable conclusion, 


therefore, that statehood to these 
two territories must be given at 
thi* session of congress. Wheth- 
er it shall come as the result of 
an agreement between the con 
ferees or whether the senate' 
shall coerce the house into giving 
in is a question, but that state- 


hood will result from the present 
controversy is the belief of vthe 
best judges in Washington and 
their judgement justifies the moat 
sanguine hope on the pare of the 
people of those two territories.

The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior If competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger The Incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster In 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
.he fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed !• the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
tor political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because ot this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a raiefied atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party ^eal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, w'lth an annual sal- 
ary list'of $736,000, who step "down and 
out" 
with a chauge of mlnistiy, each 


government during its term of life fills 
a large numbf! oi vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence Naturally the 
ministry in powei gives the places, as a 
ule, to members of its own party Dur-

1,060,000 a jeai, in addition to an army

The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
ords rich pationage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be- 
^ause it wishes to protect the political 
fficials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
he great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are safe. Inter- 
st in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
ustire and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

ATIONAL aid to highway 
construction as a plain 
practical business proposl 
tion is, in my opinion, para 


_______ mount to any question tba 


now presents or tbat can 


possibly be suggested, because good 
roads would do more for tbe country 
than any other one thing tbat can be 
named, or any dozen or more thing 
combined, writes W. P. Brownlow 
The question is outside of and above 
party politics, its entire constitution 
ality is now almost universally ad 
mitted, and the necessity for it is pres 
cut in every household in the land. I 
is important to every calling and con 
dition; to every trade and profession 
to every toiler in whatever flel'd o 
buman endeavor; to every manufac 
turlng interest and industrial concern 
to every church and school, and to the 
stability of the Government itself. 


I am aware tbat many people in 


cities and towns regard the road ques 
tlon as one affecting tbe farming in 
terests alone. 
If this were true, i 


would yet be simple justice nnd only 
a recognition of the existence of re 
clprocal obligation between the Gov 
eminent and the people for the genera 
Government to extend its aid, foi 
the reason that all wealth and all pros 
perity depend upon agriculture. 
The 


farmers are the only real producers 
all others are consumers. The farmers 
preserve the balance of trade in Ainer 
ican favor y-ear by year. Strike down 
agriculture, and chaos would quickly 
follow; cripple agriculture, and ever: 
interest in the land would suffer. Bu 
it is not true that the farmers alone are 
interested in this great question. I 
is pregnant with interest to the con 
suming population of towns and cities 
and to railroads, manufacturers am 
tradesmen 
as 
well. 
Furthermore 


church and school interests must in 
evitably be retarded while road condl 
tions remain as they are to-day. 


The rural schools are the schools of 


the masses in which are laid tbe deep 
and lasting foundations for coming 
lives of usefulness and for the better 
ment of mankind. Tlie rural church 
house is the birthplace of good charae 
ter, of high ideals of life, and of piitrl 
otic purpose. 
Neither rural churcl: 


nor school can flourish where impassa 
ble roads abouud, nnd if these can noi 
prosper the American home can noi 
long survive, because the American 
home can only be perpetuated in its 
present glory through the uninter- 
rupted progress of civilization and tbe 
wholesome growth of Christianity and 
the spread of education in tbe land.

Paper •• Konrt Material. 


The impetus recently given to high 


way improvement has been accom- 
panied by many interesting experi- 
ments conducted with a view to ascer- 
taining the most desirable material to 
employ in roadinaking. A great deal 
of useful knowledge has been attained 
in this way, and ultimately the public 
n general and tbe taxpayer in partic- 
ular will be tbe gainer, as the result 
must tend toward economy and ef- 
Iciency. In the vicinity of Rochester, 
M. Y., the road builders have been 
testing the virtues of gravel, used In a 
manner differing from old methods 
and suggested by engineers who have 
larefully studied the matter. Former- 
y gravel was found unsatisfactory as 
a roadmaklng material, nnd its use 
has been largely condemned. The en- 
gineers in question say It has not been 
'airly treated, and they are attempting 
to demonstrate the truth of their state- 
ment. 
But 
the engineers go still 


farther, states the Troy Times, and as- 
sert tbat good roads can be made by 
>roper use of any of the materials 
bund in tbe vicinity of highways, thus 
obviating the procurement of the right 
substances at; a distance. 
For in- 


stance, they produce a mixture the 
basis of which is the sand, clay or 
oam found at any roadside, and by 
mixing it in a certain way produce 
wbat they affirm to be satisfactory re- 
sults. But, while sand, clay or loam
